Since  I  wrote  to  you  last  the  first 
scene  ia  the  first  act  of  the  44th  Con- 
gxeea  has  been  played,  the  curtain  has 
fallen  and  the  actors  have  retired  from 
the  boards  to  enjoy  the  holiday  vacation, 
Fiom  all  indications  thoir  audience, 
which  eomprises  the  whole  people  of  tho 
Union,  are  not  well  pleased  with  the 
portion  of  the  drama  which  they  have 
witnessed.  The  formation  of  the  House 
Committees  has  been  severely  criticised 
hers,  and  indeed  in  all  sections  of  the 
Union.  In  the  selection  of  Cbuirmen 
for  the  moat  important  Committees  the 
speaker  does  not  seem  to  have  consult¬ 
ed  the  acknowledged  leaders  of  his  party 
in  tho  House,  aud  that  they  are  fur  from 
being  pleased  with  his  appointments  is 
very  evident.

They  tremble 
when  they  receive  an  official  communi¬ 
cation  ;  not  knowing  but  that  it  is  a  dis¬ 
missal,  and  are  afraid  to  open  their 
mouths  in  regard  to  their  superior  offi¬ 
cers  for  fear  some  idle  word  may  be  re¬ 
ported  to  head-quaiters  aud  cause  their 
decapitatioQ. 

Washington  is  not  a  very  large  city  ; 
at  least  it  is  not  so  large  as  to  prevent 
•  everybody  from  knowing  nearly  every¬ 
body  else  and  being  mors  or  less  inter¬ 
ested  in  their  private  Affairs  and  history. 

There  is  not  a  prominent  family  living 
in  tbe  Capital  that  lbe  gossips  do  not 
know  all  about,  and  matters  that  should 
be  family  secrets  are  regarded  os  quite 
legitimate  public  property.  The  first 
question  that  an  observing  stranger  is 
apt  to  ask  hitnself  is  how  all  the  people 
manage  to  get  along.  There  are  no 
mills  or  factories.  The  busy  ham  of  in¬ 
dustry  is  unheard  within  its  ample  limits. 

No  workmen  going  to,  or  returning  from 
their  daily  toil  are  seen  upon  the  streets. 

Yet  fine  houses  line  the  streets  and  ave¬ 
nues.  The  people  look  6leek  and  well 
.  to  do,  and  even  the  loafers  are  well 
dressed  and  do  not  seem  to  feel  the  finan¬ 
cial  embarrassments  which  bring  dis¬ 
tress  and  want  upon  otHto*  localities. 

His  surprise  will  disappear  in  a  great 
measure  however,  when  he  is  informed 
that  there  are  about  twenty  thousand  per¬ 
sons  either  directly  or  indirectlv  in  Gov¬ 
ernment  employ  in  the  city  of  Washing¬ 
ton.  These  with  their  families  and  the 
tradesmen  and  others  who  subsist  upon 
their  patronage  make  up  with  few  excep¬ 
tions  the  population  of  the  Capital  of 
the  Nation.
